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Tinory reflects on trip to Cuba 


I le met Fidel Castro 
hack in 1959

The year was 1959. and 
a teenaged Rik Tinory was 
warming up for his set 
at the Hotel Nacional in 
Havana, Cuba, sweating 
under the suspicious gaze of 
Fidel Castro and his heav- 
ily armed entourage. The 
revolution had just ended, 
and Castro wasn't feeling 
too friendly toward anyone 
with an American accent. 

But there was one Amer- 
ican accent that held a 
special place in Castro’s 
heart, and Tinory had it. 
Castro approached him 
and asked, “Are you from 
Boston?”

Timidly. Tinory admitted 
he was. Castro then revealed 
he had studied at Harvard 
Law School. But what really 
broke the ice was a passion 
they shared, a passion that 
transcended culture, locale, 
and ideology': their love of 
the Boston Red Sox. 

“He was very friendly to 
me,” said Tinory. That night, 
while he was not perform- 
ing, Castro invited Tinory to 
share his table. 

At that point in history, 
American performers were 


hesitant to go to Cuba, fear- 
ing the aftershocks of the 
revolution. Tinory was the 
first to brave it. “To me,” he 
said, “it felt normal. I didn’t 
feel any danger.” 

The next thing he knew, 
he was touring the country 
flanked by Castro himself, 
Che Guevara, and his own 
traveling companion, 
heavyweight champion Joe 
Lewis, who had been the 
one to invite Tinory to Cuba 
in the first place after seeing 
him perform in Florida. 

Castro showed them 
the mountains where the 
revolution began. They 
visited the home of Ernest 
Hemingway and met both 
the author and the man who 
had inspired one of his most

A scams. The 
tricksters behind these 
fraudulent calls are 
preying mostly - but not 
exclusively — on senior 
citizens. Since these calls 
come from other coun- 
tries, the only defense at 
the moment appears to 
be a good off-nse 

To that end. The AARP 
Fraud Watch Network 
lit up phone lines last 
week as part of an effort 
to warn thousands of 
consumers about lead- 
ing "imposter scams" 
affecting Massachusetts 
residents. Attorney Gen- 
eral Maura Healey joined 
volunteers as they made 
calls to thousands of 
residents warning them 
of known imposter scams 
such as fraudulent call- 
ers claiming to be from 
the “IRS," “tech support’ 
companies or a grand- 
child in trouble. 

These imposter scams 
involve criminals who 
impersonate police 
officers, federal agents 
and/or financial service 
companies who use their 
fraudulent "authority" to 
scare people into paying 
money they 1 re told they 
owe the IRS. Another 
widespread imposter 
scam involves scammers 
pretending to be a per- 
son’s friend or loved one, 
who calls to say they’re in 
trouble and need money. 
Or, a fraudster will claim 
to be a computer techni- 
cian who needs access to 
a person's computer in 
order to “repair" a non- 
existent virus — and then 
charges a "fee" to do so. 

According to the Fed- 
eral Thule Commission 
list of top consumer fraud 
complaints last year, 

37,42 2 Massachusetts 


residents reported being 
trammed. Imposter 
scams topped the list of 
consumer complaints. 

The Fraud Watch 
Network arms people 
with the information they 
need to spot and avoid 
scams so they can protect 
themselves and their 
families. By visiting the 
Fraud Watch Network 
website, consumers get 
free access to: 

■ A scam-tracking map 
featuring warnings from 
local law enforcement 
and first-hand accounts 
of breaking scams by 
state. Visit: www.aarp.

for more information. 

■ The Con Artist’s Play- 
book - interviews with 
con artists who reveal 
how they steal hard- 
earned money. 

■ A fraud hotline — 
877-908-3360 - with 
advice from a trained 
volunteer about scams 
and how to avoid them. 

■ "Watchdog Alerts" — 
by signing up for these 
free e-alerts, people 
receive the latest scam 
alerts delivered via email. 

Local Senior Centers 
are aware of these scams 
and are helping to spread 
the word. 

We encourage all 
families to have a conver- 
sation about scams and 
include the grandparents. 

The scammers are 
always looking for new 
ways to trick someone; 
they won’t go away if they 
continue to be successful. 
They only have to “score” 
one in maybe dozens of 
calls to make it worth 
their while. 

Everyone of us needs to 
be on board and on alert 
to stop this activity from 
hurting anyone else.

a macaroon layer on top. 
The result is the following 
recipe for "1-einon Maca- 
roon Puffs." 

If you can get it, the 
unsweetened, macaroon 
coconut, which is very fine, 
is best for these ‘puffs’ 

However, I have made 
them with the regular 
bagged coconut that you 
can buy in almost every 
grocery store. If yon want 
that fine texture, you can 
use the food processor, but 
be sure to stop short of a 
powdery texture.
